County grand Jury adopts 


tough stand on narcotics 


The County Grand Jury is calling on 
Gov. Reagan and State Legislators and 
U.S. 
Congressional 
representatives 
from this area to launch more intensive 
action on l)oth state and federal levels 
to “ stop the flow of narcotics” across 
the Mexican border into the United 
States. 
County narcotics violations in­ 
creased 14 i>er cent in 1968 over the 
1967 figures, it was shown. 
The resolution adopted by the Grand 
Jury came in the wake of indictment 
of four men and two young women on 
ctarges 
of smuggling heroin into the 
county 
jail and arrest of another young 
woman in the same case. 
it also came just after a three-hour 
riot by county jail prisoners incense 
at a general “ shakedown” of them at 
the county jail Tuesday by guards search­ 
ing for narcotics. 
The resolution, 
signed by foreman 
Guy R. 
McComb and acting secretary 
Frank Tliompson, 
called attention to 
the rising tide of narcotic felony com­ 
plaints In the county, 
Tlie resolution stated: 
“ There were 826 
felony complaints 
filed in the county of Santa Barl)ara in 
1968, 
and of these 225 involved nar­ 
cotics violations, an increase of 14 per 
cent over the previous year. 
“ The Grand Jury has determined that 
extensive traffic in narcotics and drugs 
continues to exist and that most of the 
narcotics 
originate or are smuggled 
through Mexico. 
“ In the first six months of 1969, 34 
per cent of the felony 
filings in the 
county involved narcotic 
and drug vio­ 
lations. 
Tliis is a 60 per cent increase 


over narcotic and drug filings during 
the same six-month 
period two years 
ago. 
“ Federal and state action is essen­ 
tial to stop the flow of narcotics across 
the border. 
“ Both 
state and federal 
agencies 
should enact 
a program ' of rigid in­ 
spection at the Mexican border to dras­ 
tically reduce the inflow of narcotics 
and drugs.” 
The resolution called attention to the 
action of the grand jury on April 15 
this year adopting a resolution endors­ 
ing enactment of Assembly Bill 744. The 
act called for an appropriation for es­ 
tablishment of a branch of the State Bu­ 
reau of Narcotic 
Enforcement in the 
tri-counties area. 
Meanwhile, 
county 
authorities ap­ 
praising the damage done late Tues­ 
day n i^ t and early Wednesday at the 
jail by rioting prisoners said cost of re­ 
placing smashed 
toilets,

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Nixon cancels draft call 
for November, December 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nix­ 
on announced today cancellation of draft 
calls for November and December to­ 
taling 50,000. The 29,000 call original­ 
ly set for October will be spread over 
all three months. 
Nixon made the disclosure at the White 
House in a brief statement — lasting 
less than a minute — at the outset of a 
news conference by Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird. 
Laird said the 29,000 inductees ori­ 
ginally scheduled for next month would 
be taken, instead, into uniform at the 
rate of 10,000 in October and Novem­ 
ber and 9,000 in December. 
Nixon also said in his statement that 
if Congress does not act this year on re­ 
forming the draft law, he will institute 
by executive 
order a form of lottery, 
with the youngest 
eligibles — the 19- 
year-olds — being taken 
first and the 
oldest, 
the 25-year-olds, 
taken last. 
The 
oldest 
are now the most vulnera­ 
ble. 
While eliminating draft calls for No- 
vember and December — figures not 
previously 
announced —neither Nixon 
nor Laird specified what would happen 
to next January’s call, 
Laird said a figure of 35,000 draftees

Troopers of the division in fighting 
Wednesday had suffered 22 men killed 
and 74 wounded in two North Vietna­ 
mese attacks northwest of Dong Ha near 
a promontory known as The Rockplle.

NASA officials 
noted the highly successful per­ 
formance in 11 flights to date, 
including the Moon landing mis­ 
sion of Astronauts Neil A. Arm­ 
strong, Edwin E. Aldrin, Jr., 
and Michael Collins. 
NASA has notified the Depart­ 
ment of Defense, which operates 
the national fleet of Range in­ 
strumentation ships, of the de­ 
cision to discontinue the serv­ 
ices of USNS REDSTONE, MER­ 
CURY and HUNTSVILI E from 
Apollo support. 
The three ships have been 
serving 
for communications, 
tracking and data handling in 
the 
Pacific, 
between 
major 
tracking stations in Hawaii and 
Australia. They have been op­ 
erated by the Air Force West­ 
ern Test Range for NASA’s 
global Manned Space Flight Net­ 
work. On occasion they 
have 
served other NASA and DOD 
flight missions when not need­ 
ed for Apollo. 
The 
fourth and 
remaining 
tracking 
shp, 
USNS 
VAN­ 
GUARD, will be continued on 
station in the Atlantic Ocean. 
Operating about 
1,000 miles 
southeast of Bermuda, VAN­ 
GUARD covers Apollo flights 
in the early phase 
following 
launch 
from 
Cape Kennedy, 
Fla., while the spacecraft is 
climbing into Earth orbit. It 
also is available in the recov­ 
ery fleet for i*ossible emergen­ 
cy landing in the Atlantic. 
A fifth ship, USNS W ATER­

NASA’s decision to reduce 
Apollo ship support was based 
on the high degree of success 
achieved in the five manned 
and six unmanned flights in the 
Apollo Program to date, par­ 
ticularly the excellent “ launch- 
on-time” record of the Apollo, 
which makes it possible now to 
consider reducing the geograph­ 
ic areas in which tracking of 
the Apollo spacecraft is re­ 
quired. For this reason, it may 
also be possible to reduce some 
of the land coverage for Apol­ 
lo. 
Some savings will result from 
the move, pending discussions 
by NASA and DOD officials in 
determining other uses for the 
ships, including |K)ssible sup­ 
port of NASA unmanned mis­ 
sions.

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Border jam 
over drug 
crackdown 
SAN 
DIEGO 
(U PI)—The 
government’s opening salvo in 
its escalated war against the 
smuggling 
of 
illicit 
drugs 
created a monumental traffic 
jam Thursday at the Interna­ 
tional Border crossing. 
Automobiles were backed up 
more than three miles into 
Mexico from 5 a.m. to 7 a.m. 
as 
reinforced crews of U.S. 
Customs agents ran a car by 
car check for marijuana and 
drugs. Authorities said none 
were found. 
The border blitz was a dry 
run of “ Operation Intercept,” 
President Nixon’s new program 
to stem the flow of marijuana 
and dangerous drugs into the 
United States by land, sea and 
air. 
Only spot checks of vehicles 
normally are made during the 
morning rush hour at the San 
Ysidro crossing, but Thursday 
inspectors looked in the trunk, 
glove compartment and under 
the hood of every car. Some 
were 
pulled over for more 
thorough checks. 
Mexican nationals who cross 
the border daily to work in the 
United States were late for 
their jobs and business inter­ 
ests on both sides of the border 
complained. 
Later in the day, Assistant 
Treasury 
Secy. 
Eugene 
T. 
Rossides and Deputy Atty. Gen. 
Richard G. Kleindienst held a 
news conference in Los Angeles 
to explain the operation. 
Kleindienst said Intercept has 
two goals: 
“ One is that we hope to drive 
the price of marijuana beyond 
the reach of thousands of young 
people in our high schools. Two, 
we hope to get the cooperation 
of the Mexican Government in 
a drive against the sources of 
the drug.” 
The 2,500-mile U.S.-Mexico 
border from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the Pacific will be patroled 
around 
the 
clock, 
including 
aerial surveillance by radar- 
equipped planes. 
Aircraft flying without flight 
plans that appear to be headed 
toward open field landing sites» 
will be followed by government 
pursuit planes and the occu­ 
pants arrested. 
Small boats are being closely 
watched 
since 
drugs 
are 
arriving by sea in increasing 
quantities. 
Kleindienst said the intensi­ 
fied 
vehicle 
checks 
at 
the 
border will continue. 
“ With the increased inspec­ 
tion 
there 
will 
be 
a 
full 
inspection of every vehicle—in 
the trunks, under the hoods, In 
the door compartments. It will 
take about two minutes. Cars 
selected 
for 
a 
secondary 
inspection will be gone over 
very thoroughly. It may take 
up to a half hour for such a 
check.” 
What if it takes people six to 
eight hours to cross the border 
because 
of the traffic jam, 
Rossides was asked. 
“ It may well take six to eight 
hours,” he said. 


Temperatures dip 
in New England area

VANCOUVER, B.C. (U PI)- 
If the United States proceeds 
with underground nuclear test­ 
ing in the Aleutian Islands next 
month, 
the British Columbia 
coast could be ravaged by tidal 
waves, 
a seismologist 
said 
Thursday. 


Dr. Robert Ellis, associate 
professor of geophysics at the 
University of British Columbia, 
said one of the tests planned by 
the U.S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission will have a 1.2 megaton 
explosive yield, equivalent to a 
magnitude 7 earthquake on the 
Richter scale. 


He said this could trigger an 
earth shift in the testing area 
on Amchitka Island, 1,400miles 
west of Fairbanks, Alaska, 
Such a massive earthquake 
would send tidal waves rolling 
across 
the 
Pacific 
Basin, 
causing 
damage 
and 
wide­ 
spread flooding on the British 
Columbia coast. 


Ellis noted the tidal wave 
resulting from an earthquake in 
Alaska in March, 1964, which 
had a magnitude of 8.5, caused 
millions of dollars worth of 
damage on the West Coast of 
North America.

season. 
Fans in Taranto rioted Aug 22 
in 
demands 
that 
Taranto 
replace Caserta in the stand­ 
ings. They broke windows and 
erected barricades. 


The latest ruling upheld a 
Sept. 8 decision which held 
Casertana was guilty of at­ 
tempts to bribe and demoted 
back to the standings’ third 
division. 
The rioting in Caserta was 
the worst of the two disorders.

SACRAMENTO 
(UPP-Re- 
bellion, 
contempt 
for their 
elders 
and even subversive 
elements are behind a ‘ near 
epidemic” use of drugs by 
California youth, according to 
the Reagan administration. 
The solution, it believes, is a 
“ mass media public education 
program” — creative society 
style—“ to 
set 
the 
record 
straight on the subject of drug 
abuse.” 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
an­ 
nounced such 
a stepped up 
program Thursday. 
Noting 
65,000 Californians 
were arrested on drug abuse 
charges during the first half of 
this 
year—a 
50 
per 
cent 
increase since 1068 — Reagan 
said “ this indicates that drug 
abuse 
is 
nearing 
epidemic 
proportions.” 
Flanking Reagan at a news 
conference were Lt. Gov Ed 
Reinecke and Dr. Edward R. 
Bloomquist of Glendale, who 
chairs an interagency council 
on drug abuse sponsored jointly 
by state government and the 
California Medical Association. 
“ Subversive elements have 
found 
that 
drugs 
can 
be 
invaluable,” Bloomquist said. 
Asked to explain, the doctor 
said he has talked with student 
demonstrators 
who 
admitted 
their “ inhibitions” had been 
released through drugs supplied 
them by anarchists. 
He also said he has talked 
with 
“ a 
large 
number” of 
veterans who report the Viet 


Cong offers drugs to American 
servicemen in Vietnam. 
“ Drugs today, and marijuana 
particularly, have become a 
symbol of rebellion,” he added. 
“ It’s the ’in’ thing to do.” He 
said “ many youngsters” take 
drugs to show their “ contempt 
for society.” 
Bloomquist described speed— 
methedrine—as “ the worst drug 
on the street. I put it way 
ahead of heroin.” 
But he also warned young­ 
sters can “ fall into a trapdoor” 
by smoking marijuana. 
The long - range effects of 
“ blowing weed,” Bloomquist 
said, “ depend entirely on the 
individual. Some persons are 
addiction 
prone. 
In 
those 
individuals responsive to mari­ 
juana, the result is a dropout, 
pure 
and simple. The ’now 
thing’ is here; the future can be 
forgotten.. 
“ They’re knocking out their 
decisiveness by rattling their 
head.”

television commercial featur­ 
ing 
actor Jack Webb in San 
Francisco’s Haight - Ashbury, 
some radio spots and several 
pieces of literature warning 
youngsters of the hazards of

The speaker, Ronald Welch, 
of Sacramento, told a gathering 
of more than 150 persons from 
a majority of the counties in

and others owning agricultural 
property who are outside the 
State Land Conservation Act. 
Otherwise, the open space 
and agricultural preserve pro­ 
gram will fall apart, he warn­ 
ed. 
Welch was referring to the re­ 
strictions of landowners under 
the 
farm 
preserve program 
which call upon them to sign 
agreements to maintain their 
lands for farming for at least 
10 years. 
Those in agriculture who do 
not choose to get into preserves 
should face assessments inline 
with cash value of their pro­ 
perties—in contrast with con­ 
cessions granted those in the 
preserves, he showed. 
Earlier, John C. Williamson, 
former Kern County Assembly­ 
man, and so-called father of 
the state’s ooensDaceDrogram, 
told the audience that zoning 
alone cannot preserve much- 
needed farm land and only the 
State Land Conservation Act 
furnishes protection needed by 
farm land owners in their bat­ 
tle to keep property assess­ 
ments from soaring.

Diplomacy Making 


Comeback at U.N. 


General Assembly

U N IT ED NATIONS, N .Y .- (N E A )- In the halls of the 
United Nations, where the General Assembly went back 
into session Sept. 16, there’s a feeling that this is the year 
something important—really important—may happen. The 
main topic of diplomatic speculation is still the “ sensa­ 
tional” statement made by U.S. Undersecretary of State 
Elliot Richardson in his speech to the American Political 
Science Asso.ciation. 
The United States does “ not seek to exploit hostility be­ 
tween the Soviet Union and Communist China,” Richard­ 
son said. 
But he made it clear that the Russian-Chinese conflict 
will not deter the Nixon administration “ from attempting 
to bring China out of its angry, alienated shell” and from 
striving to improve relations with Peking. 
(Did this statement prompt Soviet Premier Kosygin to 
swallow his pride and made a 2,500 mile detour to meet on 
Chinees soil with his arch-enemy Chou En-lai?) 
“ Does this mean that President Nixon now favors Mao 
Tse-tung’s membership in the United Nations?” asked a 
worried Russian diplomat. 
He was obviously aware that since the President’s trip 
to Asia and Communist Romania, American policy makers 
have been putting out feelers about possibilities of resum­ 
ing talks with Red China. 
The State Department even instructed American ambas­ 
sadors accredited to countries which have diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Peking to “ explore” Mao’s interest in an 
American-Chinese rapprochement. Peking was assured— 
“ indirectly” —that in the event of a conflict between Russia 
and China, American policy will be strictly neutral and 
noninterventionist. 
But Undersecretary of State Richardson’s statement 
was the first public declaration of Nixon’s position re­ 
garding the Moscow-Peking rift. Nor was it a coincidence 
that it was made immediately after Ho Chi Minh’s death. 
Ho was a creature of Lenin’s Communist International 
and his first allegiance was always to Russia. As long as 
he was alive, Moscow wielded considerable influence in 
I lanoi. 
Now it is Peking’s turn to influence North Vietnamese 
policies since Hanoi's new “ collective” rulers are strongly 
pro-Chinese. This is certainly true of such powerful men 
as Le Duan, first secretary of the Communist party, and 
Truong Chinh, chairman of Hanoi’s National Assembly. 
Nixon’s advisers therefore came to the inevitable con­ 
clusion that there will be no peace in Vietnam as long as 
a belligerent, nuclear-armed China remains sulking in 
isolation. 
This does not mean that the United States is already in 
lavor of Red China’s membership in the United Nations. 
Diplomacy moves slowly and cautiously despite Nixon’s 
determination to reverse long-standing American policy 
on China. 
He cannot and will not abandon Chiang Kai- 
shek's Nationalist China, the price long demanded by Pe­ 
king. 
However, Secretary of State William Rogers hinted 
strongly that American policy not to seat Peking in the 
U.N. affects only the current General Assembly and could 
be changed on short notice. 
No wonder the representatives of Russia and India are 
worried. They have been Red China’s perennial sponsors. 
They staged walkouts whenever the delegate of Nationalist 
China spoke in the General Assembly. 
Now, ironically, 
they are even negotiating secretly with Chiang Kai-shek’s 
envoys. 
Officially Russia and India are still for admitting Peking 
to the U.N. But unofficially and in private they warn 
delegates against "Mao Tse-tung’s disruptive clique.” 
Thus, for the first time in some years things are actually 
happening in the United Nations. The General Assembly 
long noted for its dullness and the long-winded orations by 
representatives of mini-states is again a gathering where 
diplomacy on a grand scale is being enacted. 
This is due in a large measure to Russia’s difficulties 
with China. 
But it is also a result of President Nixon’s 
realistic and more flexible foreign policy. 
"American diplomacy is at last on the move and going 
someplace.” said a friendly Asian diplomat.

And 
the split seems to stem from 
different interpretations over 
whether cigarettes were to be 
what American Brands adver- 
:ised specifically on the series. 
Miss Reynolds feels cigarette 
commercials are “ directly op­ 
posed to health and well-being.” 
In any case, NBC-TV clearly 
doesn’t want to lose her. She is 
an important and integral part 
of the network’s new season— 
and a hot property. 
Her debut got a whopping 
overnight 
rating. 
Several 
months worth of shows are 
already done. But the network 
also feels strongly about its 
dignity, pride and method of 
operation.

Reports on that fantastic phenomenon called the Woodstock 
Music and Art Fair— “ the world’s greatest happening or 
the world’s worst traffic jam, depending upon which side of 
the generation gap it is viewed from— have been uniform 
in their praise for the behavior of the young people who at­ 
tended it. 
Here were 300,000 to 400,000 human beings jammed to­ 
gether for three days and nights on a farm in the Catskills 
70 miles from New York; pelted with rain that turned the 
place into a swamp; without shelter; with little food and no 
medicine, except that which was flown in by helicopter. 
But most notably absent was any serious degree of the 
friction that inevitably results when great numbers of people 
are packed together, even for short periods and even under 
the best of conditions. 
There was fairly universal use of drugs, true, ranging from 
mild stonings with marijuana to absolute freak-outs from LSD 
and hard narcotics, and some nudity and some public love- 
making But not a single fist fight. 
About the only examples of man’s inhumanity to man were 
provided by a few profiteers who sold soft drinks for a dollar 
a bottle and pushers who sold inferior or dangerous drugs. 
Youth must be served the credit for this amazing love 
happening, which could easily have turned into a ghastly 
tragedy. But not a little credit must also be given to the over- 
30 authorities who were there. 
“ I think it was a tremendous learning experience for the 
policemen who participated,” says Joseph Paul Kimble, 
police chief of Beverly Hills, Calif., and nationally known 
expert on civil disorders, who came to the festival to observe 
and wound up helping to supervise the handful of off-duty 
officers hired by the promoters. 
Instead of the usual uniforms and badges, the “ fuzz” 


In the meantime by Ray M cC u en 


wore bright red jackets with the word “ Peace” emblazoned 
on them. No weapons of any kind were allowed. Weapons 
could not have controlled a crowd that immense in any event 
if it had decided to turn into a mob. 
“ I’ve never seen that many people in so small an area 
who acted so peacefully,” says Kimble. 
So perhaps the love generation has something to teach the 
world after all. Yet there are other signs not so encouraging. 
Today’s young people are no more idealistic than young 
people have ever been. It is the affluence created by the square 
society they condemn that has given them the leisure to 
indulge their idealism, and their very numbers compounded 
by instantaneous communication which has given them the 
sense of being unique in history. 
It remains a question whether their idealism and rejection 
of the world as it is will be translated into worth-while 
social change or whether it will degenerate into a gradual 
dropping-out of the world of reality, for affluence has also 
brought a boredom and hedonism and self-indulgence once 
known only to the effete rich. 
While only a tiny minority of youth are dedicated to the drug 
way of life, a growing number are attracted by the cultism 
and mystacism and antirationalism which surround that way 
of life and which foster preoccupation with the “ inner self” 
and easy susceptibility to simplistic dogmas. 
Here is opportunity for the emergence of a real manipu­ 
lator of minds who, in place of bread and circuses to keep 
the populace contented, will give them pot and rock. Out of 
devotion to unstructured freedom and individualism could come 
the very antithesis of freedom and individualism. 
The peaceful assemblage of nearly half a million people 
on a farm near Bethel, N.Y., was indeed a remarkable thing. 
But so is a herd of sheep peaceful. And so are lotus-eaters.

Venice in peril 


Anyone who believes that a history 
of the Knights of Columbus will reveal 
what Chris did when not off exploring is 
in for a big disappointment. 


VENICE — This fabulous city in peril 
of its very existence stands as a sym­ 
bol of the plight of the western world. 
Pollution of air and water and the rapid 
encroachment of a massive industrial 
complex threaten to erase in a short 
span of years the city of canals that 
has been the magnet for travelers and 
lovers of beauty for centuries. 
Ordinary cities may be resigned to 
the blight of smog and pollution. But 
Venice is a treasure 
house of art and arch­ 
itecture. 
T h o s e 
treasures are rapid, 
ly deteriorating. 
The great paintings 
— the 
Titians, 
the 
Tintorettos, the Ver­ 
oneses 
— and t h e 
monuments are like 
defenseless invalids. 
Still aglow with the 
splendid past, they 
cannot save themselves. Not a single 
museum or church is air conditioned to 
keep out the dampness and the smog with 
its high sulphur and carbon monoxide 
content. 
The question is being seriously asked 
today: Can Venice be saved? The la­ 
goon is dying, a victim of chemical 
wastes from the industrial center of Mar­ 
ghera, with its huge refineries hardly 
10 minutes away as the crow flies, and 
the human wastes of the adjoining city 
of Mestre, with its dreary substandard 
housing. 
To save the city will mean an effort 
costing hundreds of millions of dollars. 
Industrial practices in Marghera will 
have to be drastically altered to reduce 
the poisons loosed in the air and the 
water. Central to the salvation of this 
unique historical treasure house is the 
control of the tides as they flood in 
from the sea, lapping higher and higher 
each year with the diaster of the ulti­ 
mate flood ever nearer. 
When the Republic of Venice held sway 
over much of the east in the 16th and 
17th centuries the Venetians understood 
how vital it was to preserve the life 
of the lagoon. The threat of extinction 
then came from silt pouring in from 
three rivers — the Piave, the Brenta 
and the Sile. The lagoon was gradually 
filling up. 
The MagistraTi Alle Acque, the magis­ 
trate of all the waters, wielding over­ 
whelming power took an heroic decision. 
The course of the rivers was to be de­ 
flected so they would run into the open 
sea. Impossible, said the cautious citi­ 
zenry. That was understandable, since it 
involved a project not inferior to the 
excavation of the Panama Canal. With 
relentless drive over many years, the 
project was carried through and the 
lagoon and Venice were saved. 
Saving the Lagoon today will mean a 
project not unlike that in scope. As 
the industrial complex of Marghera has 
expanded during the past 40 years, the 
delicate balance between land and water 
has been progressively undermined. The 
demands of industry drain off the sutv 
soil water. Land is reclaimed along the 
lagoon, narrowing its course. One of the 
spectacles is the procession of big tank­ 
ers and freighters past the ancient city, 
with the hazard of a single accident that 
could be totally destructive. 
Prescriptions come from a variety of 
committees, both public and private. 
Yet even with the government in Rome 
concerned — after all, tourism is Italy’s 
principal hard - currency earner — so 
little seems to happen. The Venice Ro- 
tary Club invited three Dutch specialists 
in control of the sea. knowledgeable 
since a considerable part of Holland is 
below sea level, to conduct a study. 
While they declined to make definitive 
recommendations, they urged that all 
work on the lagoon of whatever kind be 
stopped immediately until a thorough plan 
could be agreed on. They recognized how 
imminent was the peril. 
As the canals grow danker and filth, 
ier, a reflection of the fundamental 
problem of the waters, Venetians move 
out to Mestre. The city has declined in 
population between 1951 and 1968 from 
192,000 to 130,000. There are 3,000 
abandoned houses and many of the noble 
palaces are reduced to slum dwellings. 
Moving to Mestre, theVentianhashislib.

The 
tourists 
flooding through St. 
Mark’s Square in the last week of sum­ 
mer are as carefree as ever. In that 
marvelous free space surrounded by so 
much beauty and without the menace 
of the motorcar, they saunter with happy 
abandon. The facade of the cathedral 
gleaming in the afternoon sun is like 
foam frozen in multicolored forms. And 
the bronze horses, looted from Constan­ 
tinople as they had been looted from 
Rome, look down in serene disdain. 
The 
young 
are 
everywhere. Many 
of them are hitchhikers with packs on 
their backs, speaking every language. 
The band at Florian’s plays the same 
gay, schmaltzy music that for a hundred 
years or more has carried out over the 
square. The headlines in this curious 


summer of pause and uncertainty carry 
the threat of a new cycle of wars. The 
water laps over the quays. Suggesting 
what is to come in the high - tide sea- 
son of late fall. But the crowds are 
bent on the pleasure of this brief mo­ 
ment. 
Venice can be saved. An impressive 
series of articles in Corriere Della 
Serra has alerted the country to the 
peril. Determined spirits such as Coui* 
tess Anna Maria Cigonaare are leadin 
the fight. Venice can De saved if the wil 
is there. With Venice as a symbol, 
that is the question posed for the West 
in a far larger context in the struggle 
between the technological present and 
the historical past.

itor receives the inquiry until the mat­ 
ter is finally straightened out. 
The law applies to any kind of bill with 
a finance or service charge on it. 
The Consumers 
Union says the bill 
is good but it could be even better. One 
useful amendment would be to take aim 
at credit 
departments that not 
only 
ignore letters pointing out errors but

the situation by sending out 
a sequence of nastier and nastier col­ 
lection notices. In penalty for unwar­ 
ranted 
dunning, the creditor 
would 
be required to forfeit the principal along 
with the interest. 
Also, a really tough law might make 
it a criminal act for a creditor to send 
a false delinquency 
report to a credit 
bureau if it was based on a billing error 
which he made.
